WASHINGTON, March 7 — (UP) — Signs pointing 


toward the renomination of President Hoover began to ap- 
pear in widely separate quarters as he entered the second 
half of his term. 


This situation began to crystals 
just at t!ie moment when demo- 
crats were plunged into great uncer- 
tainty as a result of the sharp pro- 
jection of the prohibition issue into 
the meeting of the democratic, na- 
tional committee here. 
These two developments together 


pointed political activity definitely 
toward the presidential fight next 
year with some indications it may 
prove a decisive test of federal pro- 
hibition. 
Endorsement of President Hoover 


was Voiced in resolutions adopted by 
the Michigan state convention. In 
Texas a meeting of republicans 
heard from R. B. Creager, Texas re- 
publican national commltteeman, a 
prediction that Mr. Hoover would be 
renommated and elected.

[jected from other states.

GIVEN YOUTH HIT

PHOENIX, Ariz., March 17—a. N. 
S.) — Jane Addams, settlement 
worker and founder in 1889 of the 
far famed Hull house in Chicago, 
blamed "today's civilization for plac- 
ing too much responsibility on young 
people," in an address today before 
a crime and delinquency prevention 
conference called by Gov. George 
W. P. Hunt. 
Disrespect for law, Miss Addams 
said was culminatel in prohibition, 
although she declared conditions 
were better today than before pro- 
hibition. 
Punishment, she averred, does not 
always curb crime any more than 
capital punishment abolishes mur- 
der. 


The governor took cognizance ot 
a growing public clamor for "action" 
in Ihe "cleaning up" of the city and 
announced lie will appoint a com- 
missioner to investigate charges 
calling for the removal of District 
Attorney-Thomas C. T Grain. 
Roosevelt's action followed a de- 
mand from the City club that Grain, 
who is well over 60 years old, be re-* 
moved. 
Tl'e formal charges assert that 
Grain, is "incompetent inefficient 
and futile." It is alleged that he haa 
inadequately and ineffectually con- 
ducted the "many investigations" h« 
has initiated. 
To complicate the situation, Grain 
is a "Tammany man." However, be- 
fore taking any action against 
Crain, Governor Roosevelt con- 
ferred at his home here with John 
F. Curry, leSder of Tammany Hall. 
Removal of Grain would result, it 
was believed tonight, in the ap- 
pointment of Samuel Seabury as hia 
successor. Seabury has been referee 
in the current vice inquiry. 
Power to Kemove. 
If Governor Roosevelt deems th8 
charges' against Crain sustained ho 
has the power to remove the dis- 
trict attorney and name a succes- 
sor to serve until the next general 
election. 
Crain declared the charges ara 
unfounded.

WAGNER'S BILL 
IS REJECTED BY 
CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


Plan to Set Up System 


Of U. S. Employment 
'Agencies Turned Down. 


Bays Would Strike "Seri- 


ous Blow to Labor 
During This Crisis." 
WASHINGTON. March 7—(UP) 
—President Hoover today rejected 
the Wagner biU to set up a system 
of federal operated employment 
agencies, holding it would wreck 
the present government job-finding 
machinery without supplanting it 
"for many months of even years." 


Without saying flatly that he 
would not sign the bill. Mr. Hoover 
devoted a 500 word statement to 
what he regarded »s its defects. He 
•aid: 
"I find upon study that I would 
prevent a serious blow to labor dur- 
ing this crisis, I should not approve 
the bill." 
As a substitute, Mr. Hoover said 
lie liad asked Secretary of Labor 
Doak to "co-operate with various 
interested organizations to draft a 
plan for presentation to the next 
session of congress which will avoid 
the difficulties presented by this 
bill." 
The president appended to his

•tatement letters from Doak and 
Attorney General Mitchell advising 
•gainst the bill, which was intro- 
duced by Senator Robert Wagner, 
democrat, New York, and passed by 
the recent congress. 


Given Earnest Study. 
"I have given earnest study to 
the so-called Wagner bill for im- 
pro v'ment of public employment 
aget ies in an 
effort to find a 
met'iod to make it of use in the 
present employment situation," Mr. 
Hoover said. 
"I find upon study, however, that 
if I would prevent a serious blow 
to labor during the crisis. I should 
Hot approve the bill. 
"I have repeatedly urged a proper 
establishment of public employment 
agencies but this bill, unfortunate- 
ly, abolishes the whole of the pres- 
ent well developed federal employ- 
ment service and proposes after cer- 
tain requirements are complied 
with, to »et up an entirely new plan 
by subsidies to the states of the 
federal treasury. 


"And 
even were there no other ob- 
jections to the plan, it cannot be 
made efefctive for many months or 
even years. It is not only chang- 
ing horses while crossing a stream, 
but the other horse would not ar- 
rive for many months. This situa- 
tion alone required that legislation 
be deferred as it will not help in 
emergency, but will do great dam- 
•Ite. Needs More Consideration. 
"The fundamental questions in- 
volved also require more considera- 
tion. This bill .propdSes, as I have 
said, to destroy the federal employ- 
ment service in the department oi 
labor ,which has developed out of 
many years of experience, and to 
substitute for it forty-eight practi- 
cally independent agencies, each 
under state control, the federal gov- 
ernment paying for them as to 50 
per cent and based not upon econo- 
mic need of the particular state, but 
upon mathematical ratio to popula- 
tion. 
"On the other hand, the existing 
federal employment service today is 
finding places of employment for 
men and women at the rate of 1.- 
300.000 per annum. It coo-perates 
and co-ordinates with the service al- 
ready established 
by some thirty 
states. It applies its energies to in- 
terstate movements and being a 
mabile service, it concentrates upon 
the areas in need. 
"And there is, therefore, ample 
time to consider the'whole of the 
questions involved. There is not fin- 
ancial loss to labor on allowing this

CONVICT FIRM OF 
DRY VIOLATION

Guilty of Aiding Oper- 


ators of Stills. 


SPRINGFIELD. HI., March 7— 


(UP)—A verdict considered by the 
government of far reaching effect 
on prohibition enforcement was re- 
turned in federal court here today 
when a large corporation was con- 
victed of conspiracy to violate* the 
eighteenth amendment. 
The verdict was voted by a jury 


of nine men and three 
women 
against the Hubinger company of 
Keokuk. la., wholesale grocers and 
manufacturers of corn sugar- T"e 
Jury likewise convicted the corpor- 
ation's nine individual co-defend- 
ants, all of whom were alleged 
leaders of a ring of still owners. 
The conviction signalizes a new 
era in the enforcement of thi* law 
against firms which knowingly dis- 
tributes ingredients for alcohol to 
still operators, in the opinion of 
United States District Attorney 
Walter M. Provlne- 
Provlne predicted the 
verdict 


would serve to greatly hamper the 
operation of persons engaged In the 
illicit manufacture of liquor. 
"It means that rich and power- 


ful 
corporations openly dealing 
with law violators no longer will be 
able to escape the penalty of the 
law," he said 
The conviction marked the end 
of a trial that started February 23 
in the court Federal Judge Louis 
Fitz Henry- More than 100 witnesses 
testified and scores 
of 
exhibits 
such as sugar shacks, yeast cartons 
and bills of lading, were Introduced. 
A year's investigation by govern- 
jroent agents preceded the trial. 
Alter the verdict was returned 
defense counsel moved for ft new 
rial on the ground that the pres- 
ence of women in the jury was 
unconstitutional. 
The effect of the verdict is ex- 
pected to be tested in * pending 
case in 
which two nationally 
mown corporations—The Flelsch^ 
man Yeast Co- "and The Com Pro- 
ducts Refining,Co. are accused in 
a similar consoiracy centering at 
3enld, HI., the town described in 
a special report of the Wickersham 
commission, "as one of the worst 
spots in HUnols." 
At the time the Hublinger com- 
pany was indicted 41 Individuals 
were named as co-defendants.

"Spain 1* 
continually becoming more closely 
connected commedally with the 
United States." In closing the ad- 
dress. Professor Alexis prophesied 
that Spain would become a republic 
withte the next few years.. 
Music for the evening was sup- 
plied by the Lincoln chamber ol 
commerce quartet and Miss Ethel 
Owen, violinist. 
Miss Trellia Gardner acted as 
toastmistress and introduced O. H 
Bimson, retiring president of the 
alumni association, who presided al 
the annual election of officers. The 
nominating committee was com- 
posed of Frank Puller, Margaret 
Huffish, and Francis Lock. 


Thirty years ago In September, an 
unassuming unheralded and a very 
youns woman entered the University 
of Nebraska, who was to have a ma- 
terial influence upon the social 
growth of a nation. 


That young woman was Grace 


Coppock of superior, Neb., then 
tie more than a village. 


Her snirlt and vivacious person- 


ality had such a lasting effect upon 
her associates, that, ten ye»» after 
her death, the eyes of those who 
knew her in school sparkle as they 
relate some clownish prauk of her 
contrivance, or as they try to de- 
scribe her enthusiastic idealism, and 
her warm-heartednesf. 


While a student In the .university, 


she was ve-v active in campus af- 
fairs- 3he was one of the organizers 
ot U'e Bisct M»st;ue society, later 
to become a chapter of the national 
organization of Mortar Board She 
was an excellent student, and ex- 
ceedingly well liked. 
Following her graduation from 


Nebraska' in 1905 she became very 
much interested in the situation 
then existing in China, and decided 
to enter Y. W. C. A. work there, at 
that time a very new field. 
Went to China. 


For a year she traveled'through 


the state of New York, acquainting 
herself with the organization and 
alms of the Y. W. C. A. Then in 
1906, she started «it to China. 
Sailing from Seattle, she dis- 


covered R day before her boat was 
to leave that she would be the only 
woman on board, and the crew was 
entirely composed of Chinese. Ig- 
norant of the Chinese language, she 
spoke to no one for the three weeks 
which the journey occupied. She 
met with no misadventures, how- 
ever, and plunged into the task of 
building up a strong organization 
among Chinese women, as soon as 
she 1-ad disembarked in Shanghai. 


In 1907 sne was made the first 
general secretary for the Y- W. C. A. 
in China. It was necessary fop her 
to face stubborn odds in order to 
bring: Chinese women out of the ac- 
tual physical bondage to their fam- 
ilies and homes; the first step in 
securing- -for them some measure of 
personal freedom, and an oppor- 
tunity to Improve their physical and 
social -welfare. 


One of the amusing, if rather dis- 
tressing conditions with which she 
had to contend, was an organiza- 
tion of women calling themselves a 
Y. W. C. A., whose chief function 
was to secure from the United 
State1) suppressed motion picture 
films, and show them before Chi- 
nese audiences, These performances 
were so revolting <o the natives, 
with their highly refined ideals of 
culture, especially regarding per- 
sonal relatinosrdps, that it was ex- 
ceedingly difficult to restore the 
reputation of the Y. W. C. A., even 
to a position of neutral acceptance. 


Until about the time of the World 


W3r, the Y. W. C. A. in China pro- 
vided practically the only means for 
women to engage in physical educa- 
tion activities, and throughout its 
historj- there, has stressed this type 
of education. 


Flffht f*r Suffrage. 


The preparation of women to ex- 
ercise their right as responsible citi- 
zens, is today one of the most Im- 
portant tasks before the women's 
organization of China The mani- 
festo adopted by the First National 
Congress of the Kuomintang stated: 
"Legal, economic educational &nd 
social equality between the sexes 
should be recognized, and the de- 
velopment of women's rights should 
be encourajsed." This statement was 
made by Miss. Ting Shu-Chlng. col- 
lege trained ar-d keen. \vho occu- 
pies one of the most influential 
posts in Chinese women's organiza- 
tions, ?.s general secretary of the 
Chinese Y. W. C. A. 
Teach Women to \Kead. 
The Y. W. C. A. is also being 
established in the rural sections 
where eighty-five per cent of the 
country'* population live. 'Popular 
education classes are being organ- 
ized even in remote villages," said 
Miss Ting, "and learning to read 
and "write one thousand of the most 
commonly used Chinese characters 
in four months' time brings new 
life to the women in country dis- 
tricts. The Y.W.C-A. Is gladly join- 
ing other organlaations in China's

masses, especially to the women, 
looking toward the time when they 
may be better educated and more 
helpful citizens." The national com- 
mittee supervises work in fifteen 
city centers, three rural centers, and 
ninety-six student associations; and 
cooperates with other women's or- 
ganizations in various kinds oi ea- 
acational work. 
In training Miss Ting as her suc- 


cesor In the Y. W. C. A.. Grace 
Coppock was applying her theory 
that the organization should be led 
in so far as possible, by Chinese 
women. 
Although at oce time there were 


ninety American secretaries in the 
Chinese Y. W., -vch worked with a 
native woman, training her to ac- 
cept responsibilities. At the pres- 
ent time there are only thirty-four 
foreign secretaries in the associa- 
tion, and the number is continually 
decreasing. 
Women Paid Equally. 


One of the interesting develop- 
ments in the Chinese economic sit- 
uation is the financial equality up- 
on which men and wome: employed 
by the government, and they re- 
ceive the same salarie as men would 
receive in the same positions. This 
is a marked improvement over con- 
ditions under the old Chinese regi- 
me, when a woman was confined 
to the four walls of her home, was 
expected to be handmaiden, obed- 
ient servant, and manager of the 
household of her liusband, his par- 
ents, and many relatives. 
Thus Grace Coppock of Superior 


deeply concerned in the progress 
made" by Chinese women in the last 
three decades, and her name is in- 
delibly associated by persons not 
only in China, but all over the 
world, with the splendid organiza- 
tion of the Chinese Y. W. C.A. 


As a memorial to her work, the 


University of Nebraska Y. W. C. A. 
maintains a special fund to assist 
in the foreign wark begun by .one 
of its members more than two de- 
cades ago. Each year, the secom 
week of March ia^devoted by the 
campus association 4* the Grace 
Coppock drive.

Snowden, who is 66 years old, has 


labored at a great and trying tesk 
in recent months as chancellor of 
the exchequer durir.^ the economic 
depression. 


Prepares Budget. 


The strain on his frail body has 
been considerable and 
influenza 


further weakened him, althoug" his 
iron determination had kept him 
at work preparing the budget for 
presentation April 14. 
The chancellor is at Surrey, his 


home, where Urs. Snowden, herself 
a famous woman's leader, has re- 
doubled the • attention 
and care 


which she constantly 
gives his 
health. The Harley street specialist, 
John Thompson Walker, was in con- 
sultation with the chancellor's phy- 
sician and a bulletin on his con- 
dition ;"as issued this afternoon

OF HEAVY SNOW 


Traffic Tied Up; 1,200 


Idle Men Hired to 


Clean Streets. 


CHICAGO, March 7—(UP)—An 


inch an hour snow paralyzed Chi- 
cago tonight. One man was killed, 
Jew streetcars pierced the clouds of 
fine and biting Hakes, suburban 
trains ran spasmodically and late, 
hundreds of suburbanites were ma- 
rooned in loop hotels, and autos ran 
with difficulty, if at all. 
Memories of last 
year's record 
breaking snowstorm of nineteen 
inches bobbed up as the all-day 
storm raged on into the night. The 
snow fell so fast and was so thick 
that tops of loop skyscrapers were 
in a swirl of white. 
By 6 p. m., almost eight inches of 


snow were whipped' into drifts by a 
gale that measured thirty miles an 
hour. The weather bureau reported 
the fall was an inch an^hour. The 
forecaster also reported that the 
snow would continue at its unpre- 
cedented rate until midnight or 
after. Should the storm die down, 
Chicago 
faced 
a thirteen 
inch 


blanket. 
Waves Found Lake Front 


Along the lake front giant waves 
pounded at the breakwaters. Coast 
guardsmen at South Chicago re- 
ported the waves broke over the top 
of their station fifty-five feet above 
the ground. The shore was a mass 
of ice. Coast guard radio operators 
stood by for S. O. S. calls. 
Street superintendents hired 1,200 
idle men to try to keep the boule- 
vards and streets clear. They fought 
a losing battle. Transit companies 
brought out their employes and their 
snowplows for the first time during 
this mildest winter in years. 
The only Victim of the storm re- 


ported to police tonight was Fred 
Terry, who, blinded by the snow, 
•walked into the path of a Chicago 
& Eastern Illinois train and was 
killed. 
The few streetcars that ran were 


packed to the doors and as many 
passengers as could rode on the 
steps. 
Hotel managers reported that the 


room reservations were pouring in 
from persons w ho feared they could 
not reach their suburban homes. 
Consequently, downtown 
theaters 


were crowded with patrons who 
otherwise would have been at horns. 


Farmers Rejoice. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 7— 


CO. P.)—Farmers throughout the 
•wheat belt, rejoiced tonight as the 
swirling aiow, driven by a thirty 
mile wind, spread a five inch pro- 
tecting blanket over winter wheat 
fields, bringing drouth relief valued 
at millions of dollars. 
While their city neighbors suffered 


the 
inconveniences of disrupted 
communication services, and drove 
their automobiles at snail's 
pace 
over hazardous highways, the farm- 
ers spoke with elation of the gener- 
ous moisture provided by the storm 
at a proprietious time for sprouting 
of spring grain. 
The storm area extends over east- 
ern Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri. Il- 
linois and Iowa, Andrew Hamerock, 
weather observer here, said. He add- 
ed that the blizzard probably would 
drive east, into Ohio before blowing 
itself out. In northern Missouri and 
southern Iowa from seven to ten 
Inches of snow had-fallen, it was re- 
ported, and there appeared little 
chance of early cessation. 


Armies of unemployed in midwest- 
em cities took up the task of clear- 
ing streets so jammed with drifts as 
to make autonobile traffic hazard- 
ous and to slow up streetcars. All 
trains arriving in Kansas City were 
behind- schedule, ,but it was not be- 
lieved Uie fall would be sufficient to 
block any of the lines.

oufetttute Now Taxed. 


This purpose .still holdo but the 
attempt to protect free entry of the 
palm oil substitutes has been made 
innecesasry by enacment of new leg- 
islation by congress and signed by 
President Hoover. It' puts the 10 
cents •, pound tax on all butter 
uhstitutec. 
Farm organizations, particularly 
the' dairy groups, are anxious for 
he legislation, feellne that it would 
>e a substantial aid to the Nebras- 
ca dairy-industry. Retail organiza- 
tions in the state, however, are 
strongly opposed to the proposal, 
eeling that it is an opening wedge 
jo the introduction in the state of 
L sales tax to which they 
are 
trongly opposed. Both groups are 
expected to be represented at the, 
Monday hearing. 


Hearing- Oa Good Roads. 


Another important matter which 
may come before the senate revenue 
and taxation committee Monday 
is the question of a $25,000,000 de- 
>enture issue to be paid in the next 
0 years out of the state gasoline 
tax. The issue would permit a rapid 
extension of the high-vay program 
n Nebraska during the next three 
years, with enough additional work 
n the remaining seven -years of the 
period to give Nebraska 2,500 miles 
of paving and 7,500 miles of gravel 
at the end of ten years. 


The measure calling for the de- 
benture issue is sponsored by Sen- 
ator Rodman of Omaha and. Van 
Cirk of Lincoln. While opposed in 
some quarters as an abandonment 
of Nebraska's pay-as-you-go plan of 
xwerament, greates objections to it 
are likely to arise from questions 
as to constitutionality of the pro- 
posal. 


Supporters of the gasoline tax ex- 


smption who were finally defe-ted in 
the house Friday afternoon after 
a two day debate, are prepared to 
ask the senate committee on rev- 
enue and taxation for a chance 
to put the bill through the senate. 
They are being given no encourage- 
ment htrough 
tiowever, opponents of the bill feel- 
ing that the measure has already 
caused abund;\nt confusion. 


To Consider Salary Bills. 


Two other important hearings are

Ships lead Says Hoover 


Will Be Forced to 


Convene Congress. 


Charges Failure to Pro- 


vide Trade and Un- 
employment Relief. 


WASHINGTON, March 7—(I. N. 
S)—Predicting President Hoover 
would be forced to call a special ses- 
sion of the new congress during the 
summer, Senator Henrik Shlpstead, 
only farmer-laborite in the senate, 
tonight charged the administration 
with falling to provide relief for the 
business-depression and unemploy- 
ment. 
The Minnesotan said an extra ses- 
sion of congress would be necessary 
to remedy the evils afflicting busi- 
ness, due to the enactment of bad 
legislation-including the tariff—in 
the congress just ended. He listed 
appropriations for federal construc- 
tion works, previously authorized, as 
the only forward looking legislation 
enacted by the last congress for the 
relief of business depression. 
He pointed out that congress had 
met ""during a period of depression, 
falling price levels, increasing un- 
employment, and with millions of 
people facing a winter without food 
or shelter." He added the last con- 
gress had merely passed the appro- 
priation bills, provided loans to 
drouth sufferers 
and then gone 


home. 
„ , _ 
Says New Policies Needed. 
"I am of the opinion," he added, 
"that depression and panics are due 
to "definite causes and that-these 
causes are the results of policies, 
legislative and to a large extent ad- 
ministrative, and that to remove 
the cause it is necessary to change 
^"I0 am still of the opinion that 
with the co-operation of the presi- 
dent and the leaders of congress for 
an extensive program of remedial 
legislation an extra session could be 
of great benefit to the nation. 
Without such co-operation, I doubt 
that any great benefit would result 
Declaring price levels were still 
declining and' unemployment in- 
creasing, Shipstead added: 'I am 
jnore' firm than ever in the opinion 
that an extra session of congress is 
necessary and that the president 
will find it necessary to call an ex- 
tra session before the summer is

$50,000,000 PAID 


IN BONUS_LOANS 


Estimate More Tha'n 


109,000 Veterans' Ap- 
plications Received. 


Most of Those in Dire 


Need .Believed Now 


Taken Care Of. 


WASHINGTON, March 7—(INS) 


—Close to $50,000,000 has been paid 
out in loans or will be mailed in 
the next few days to veterans under 
their adjusted service certificates 
during the' past week, officials at 
the veterans bureau estimated to- 
day- 
. 
., ., 
Exact figures were not available 


from field offices but it was be- 
lieved that more than 100,000 appli- 
cations for loans have been re- 
ceived Mid. probably 85,000 or more 
checks mailed out. 
With a well organized machine 


arranged for handling the loans 
prior to congress enactment of the, 
legislation oVer President Hoover's 
veto, the bureau has succeeded in 
getting the checks to the veterans 
quickly. 


Only 709 Seek Original Loans. 
If the figures for the Washing- 


ton office apply to the rest of the 
country, only 1 per cent of the ap- 
plicants have not previously bor- 
rowed to the limit on their adjusted 
service certificates. Out of 70,000 
applications received in Washington 
about 700 were seeking original 
loans. 
Checks mailed from the Washing- 
ton office during the week num- 
bered 13,777 and represented $5,194,- 
000 or an approximate average of 
$470. Friday, the last day for which 
-exact figures were available, appli- 
cations were coming in at the rate 
of 400 an hour. During that day 
3,453 checks were mailed, carrying 
total loans of $1,315,433. 
It appeared that most of the vet- 


erans who are in need have been 
taken care of since the personal ap- 
plications for loans, both here and 
in most of the outlying districts, 
have fallen sharply during the last 
of the week. 


Funds Available. 


On the other hand there was a 
big increase in the number of appli- 
cations received by mail. 
Officials 


thought that most of those in 
strained circumstances had applied 
in person. 


There will be no difficulty as to 
obtaining the necessary funds for 
the loans at the treasury. A con- 
siderable sum in cash was available 
last week and by the time of its 
exhaustion income tax receipts will 
have started to reach the treasury. 
As funds are required for loans this 
cash is earmarked for the veterans 
bureau and a similar amount in 
adjusted service notes removed from 
that fund and cancelled. 


On March 16 more than $200.- 


000,000 additional for loans will be 
available as the result of the gov- 
ernment's March'' financing. 
An- 
other loan will be made prior to the 
June 15 financing, if required. In 
all Brig. .Gen. Frank T. Hines, ad- 
ministrator of veterans affairs esti- 
mated that $1,000,000,000 would be 
required for the loans.

Active Despite Age. 
Despite his age, Justice Holmes is 


one of the most active members o: 
ihe court. He hands down fully as 
many opinions as other judges, snc 
has oeen absent from court but two 
days this term. Then, it v.-as ex- 
plained, his physician feared he 
might catch cold in the inclement 
weather. 


He leads a simple life. Since the 


death of his wif3 he has lived alone 
with his secretary and servants. He 
does not go out at night and his 
diversion is understood to be read- 
ing old French books and works of 
art.Eorn in Boston, March 8, 1841, the 
son of the famous Oliver Wendel 
Holmes, "Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table," Justice Holmes has had an 
active life. 


To°k Oath in 1902. 


A graduate of Harvard, he was 
commissioned a first lieutenant in 
the Union army during the Civi 
war, was wounded and attained the 
brevet of colonel. After a period o 
writing and practicing law. he be 
camera justice of the Massachusetts 
high'court and was named to the 
Supreme coiut by Theodore Roosc 
velt He took his oath December 8 
1902. 
At that time there was some 
opposition to his appointment be 
cause.of his advsaced age. 


Justice Holmes, desnite his years 
is aiost noted for his liberal Idea 
as & Jurist. He frequently is in the 
minority of the court. His dissent 
ing opinions, in which he has lib 
erally interoretcd the constitution 
ere widely known- Some have char- 
acterized him as one of the grea 
jurists of all time.

Prof. Vittorio Macclnoro, former 


ceeper of the Italian national mus- 
eum at Naples and this semester an 
exchange professor at the University 
of Nebraska, will speak on "South- 
em Vase Painting" at the Morrill 
hall program for adults at 4:15 
o'clock today.

Johnson Measure Still 


Pending in Senate 


Committee. 


Though decisively- beaten in their 
initial attempt to obtain exemption 
from the gasoline tax through legis- 
lative channels, the men oenina 
that movement have not abandoned 
the fight. They still hope to achieve 
the object in view, if not by a 
change m the law then through 
court action challenging the con- 
stitutionality of collecting the tax 
on fluid consumed in non-mgnway 
^Representative J. S. Steele of 
Kimball, leader of. the exemption 
forces in the Nebraska house de- 
clared Saturday that suit wlU_ be 
filed in the near future on behalf 
of western Nebraska tractor farm- 
ing interests testing the right of the 
state to collect the gasoline levy 
from those who use the liquid in 
power machines that do not run on 
the public roads. 
Question Up To Cowt. 
"The matter has been, in the 
hands of attorneys for a month or 
longer," Mr. Steele said, "and in 
view of the legislature's refusal to 
grant the relief asked for we intend 
to put the question up to the courts. 
We contend that it is unfair and 
inequitable to tax agricultural users 
Af .gasoline for a tax to budd and 
maintain highways. No doubt, the 
suit will raise the issue that the 
state is depriving our citizens of 
their property without due process 
of lawTin violation of .the constotu- 


"I do not know whether the action 


is to be started in the state or^the 
federal courts, but I do know-that 
it will be carried up to the highest 
tribunal in the United States, if 
that-should be necessary .to estab- 
lish what we believe to be car rights. 
"Our lawyers think successful re- 
sistance can be made to the further 
collection of gasoline tax on fluid 
consumed in tractors,'combines an«J 
other farm machines. The whole 
western half of the state is intensely 
interested in the matter. Our peo- 
ple cannot see" why Nebraska should 
refuse to grant exemption' for such 
use, when all the 
other wheat- 


growing states around us do so.' 
Mr. Steele is an implement and 
hardware dealer at Kimball, a cen- 
ter-of the big wheat farm country 
in the panhandle territory- He sells 
tractors and other power-operatec 
machinery to wheat growers of thai 
section, and also operates some farm 
land himself. 
It has been Steele's major ob- 
jective in the legislature, as well as 
that of Senator C. W. Johnson of 
Potter, who represents the same 
territory in the upper branch, to 
get a bill through relieving 
the 
tractor farmers of their section 
from payment of the gasoline tax. 
Each of them Introduced a bfll for 
that purpose, in conjunction with 
other members. 


BUI Pending In Senate. 
Johnson's measure is still pend- 
ing in the senate. The committee 
on revenue and taxation has it at 
present. The committee Is be- 
lieved to be none too friendly to 
this bill, S F. 62, but Johnson said 
Saturday he will try to get a hear- 
ing upon it this week. 
The contemplated suit, in 
probability, will not be commences 
until the fate of the Johnson bill 
is definitely settled. 
Originally, both the Steele and 
the Johnson proposals carried the 
provision that gasoline sold for use 
other than operating motor vehicle! 
on public roads should be colora 
black and kept in separate tanks 
from the regular fluid. This scheme 
was abandoned after the chemist 
from the state, food and drug lab- 
oratory demonstrated that by pour- 
ing a slight amount of a particular: 
chemical into the black gasoline the 
coloring matter would disappear and 
it would become entirely clear. \ 
The exemption asked for would 
apply not only to agricultural users 
of gasoline, but also to railroads 
airplanes, stationary engines of al 
kinds, excavating and dredging ma- 
chines, cleaning establishments, ani

State Norm'al College 


Shows Decided Boost 


In Enrollment. 


Kearney State Teachers college 
boasts an enrollment of two thou- 
sand five hundred five students for 
the year* September 1929 to Sep- 
tember 1930 with no duplications. 
The majority of them were women, 
1898, with only 607 men enrolled 
during that period. 
Figures, compiled by the registrar; 
Miss Edith Smithey, show that 
number including affiliated rural 
schools, correspondence 
students 
and special students-took work from 
the institution at Kearney. Gov- 
ernment reports show that the 
Kearney school is the largest of the 
Nebraska teachers colleges. Appar- 
ently almost one-half of the stu- 
dents .do not attend the three win- 
ter quarters successively for al- 
though the total registration for a 
single quarter did not much .exceed 
six hundred there was a total of 
fourteen hundred twenty-one en- 
rolled during the three winter terms. 
The figures show the number at- 
tending school during the nine 
month period, exceeded the summer 
school registration by almost two 
hundred. 
The special students, voice, piano. 
Tfonn, compromise only a small part 
of the enrollment. During the year 
there were only 161 registered in 
this work and 120 were given train- 
ing during the summer months. 
The affiliated rural schools have a 
total enrollment of 210 students for 
the entire rear 'while 'the campus 
training school numbered 277 pupils 
on to* roll. The extension courses, 
given only during the winter num- 
bered 210 students. Without the 
special student*, 
respondence 
, 
students, training school, and affili- 
ated schools, the total registration 
exceeds two thousand. 
The number of post graduates as 
might be expected is comparatively 
analL Only seven took «crk dur- 
ing the winter and twenty-nine 
during the sum/her term. Even here 
the ratio of men and women is one 
to three, or almost exactly the same 
as in the entire registration. 
The summer school is apmrentty 
lacking Xn men students for of the 
twelve hundred •registered only one 
hundred thirty-one «cre men. Of 
the 1977 freshmen entered on the 
roll onlv 156 -were boys but the 
seniors hare » men as compared to 
M wuiucu.

AMERICA SHIES 
AT SIGNING PACT 


Hoover and Stimson Feel 


Five-Power Naval 
Treaty in Sight. 


WASHINGTON. March 1— (INS> 
—The American government would 
prefer not to be asked to be a sig- 
natory to the Franco-Italian naval 
limitation accord, although gratifi- 
cation is felt by President Hoover 
and Secretary of State Stimson 
that at last a five-power naval limi- 
tation appears in sight. 
The American view is th?t the 
agreement brought about between 
France and Italv by British inter- 
cession, and which Great Britain 
will subscribe to-as a party, should 
be supplementary to the London 
naval treaty rather than a part 
thereof. 
Secretary Stimson cautiously has 


refrained thus far from giving for- 
mal expression to these views be- 
cause of a fear it might appear the 
United States was attempting to 
force the hands ofthe three powers 
concerned. Nevertheless, the abovs 
conclusions can be stated with a de- 
gree of certainty. 
The principal reason for the re-

Intensive Fight 
Lies 


Ahead of Party Be- 


fore Convention. 


"Giant Sheriff" Of Montana Visits Lincoln 


Real Tug-of-War Is Ex- 


pected to Come Over 


The Platform. 


WASHINGTON, March 1—(I1»S) 


—Sixteen months of intensive fight- 
ing over prohibition stretched away 
in front cf the democratic party to- 
day as both wete and drys laid 
claims to a majority in the 1932 
convention. 


For the time being, the anti-pro- 


hibition democrats are going to let 
the drys do most of the 
talking. 
They have put forward their plan— 
the Raskob "home rule" proposal— 
and they are going to let it simmer 
awhile. 
As they fee it. the Raskob proposal 


will become a debated issue in every 
democratic district throughout the 
country. Delegates to the national 
convention, they believe, will 
be 


chosen with relation to their stand 
on it. In the dry sections of the 
country, undoubtedly delegates will 
be selected to oppose it; in the great 
populous democratic centers of the 
north the reverse will be Jrue. Thus, 
the convention will present some 
1.100- odd delegates who will rep- 
resent the sentiment of their com- 
munities on the wet-dry issue. 


Hope Fury Will Die Out 
And bv starting the battle sixteen 
months ahead of the convention, the 
leaders telieve that some of its fury 
will have spent itself by the day of 
adopting the platform. 
While it, is accepted there will be 
plenty of fighting in the convention 
over both candidate and platform, 
the leal tug-of-war is expected over 
the platform. A good many drys are 
already resigned to seeing an anti- 
prohibition candidate nominated. 


The only dry candidate of 
any 
prominence in the lists to date is 
Senator Joe T. Robinson of Arkan- 
sas. Every other prominently men- 
tioned democratic possibility, Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, Owen D. Young, 
Gov. Albert C. Ritchie, Newton D. 
Baker, e^-senator Jim Reed, all are 
opposed to prohibition one way or 
anther. Consequently, the principal 
effort of the democratic drys will be 
to stop the wet assault at the plat- 
form.Both Side* Claim Victory. 
Beth sides were busy today laying 
claims to a victory as a result of 
the democratic national committee's 
dramatic session here on Thursday. 
The wets were satisfied in that they 
put their program before the party 
and the country, using the commit- 
tee session as the spring board. The 
drys claimed they were victorious In 
preventing an effort to commit the 
committee on it. 
"The facts are," said "Tom" Love 


of Texas, who bolted Smith and be- 
came a Koovercrat in 1928, "that the 
outlawed liquor traffic was stood on 
its head and whipped to a Irazzle 
last Thursday."

PROBE OF PRISON 
FIRE UNDER WAY 


Bodies of 11 Negro Con- 


yicts Removed From. 


Carolina Ruins. 


KENANSVILLE, N. C., March 7— 


(INS) 
— The charred remains of 


eleven negro convicts, burned to 
death early today when fire of un- 
determined origin trapped them 
their iron cells, were removed from 
the ruins of the Duplin county 
stockade tonight after a three-way 
investigation into the disaster had 
got under way. 
Shortly after Coroner Dan H. 
Bridges impaneled a jury to view 
the ruins of the old fashioned 
prison, State Penal Inspector L. G. 
Whitley arrived here from Raleigh 
to make an investigation on behalf 
of the state commission of public 
welfare. 
„. . 
James A. Powers of Kinston, 
solicitor for the Sixth district, also 
arrived in Kenansville tonight and 
announced-that he would also in- 
stitute a thorough probe into the 
blaze, which reduced the prison 
camp, located 
one mile out of 
town, to a mass of ashes and 
twisted metal. 
List of Dead. 
Prison 
officials' announced to- 
night that the eleven negro victims 
had been identified as follows: 
John James, James-Mills, wes- 
lev Bennett, Preston Hall, John 
Farrie, Wib Mbore.-Robert Merritt 
Floyd Cox, Virgil Smith, Arvey Mc- 
Lamb, Robert Jarman. 
The bodies of the victims were 
burned beyond recognition. They 
were caught in one of the center 
cell blocks of the prison, which con- 
sisted of a high stockade of heavy 
timbers, enclosing » group of corru- 
gated iron cells. 
The forty-one other prisoners 


twelve of them white men, who were 
in their cells at the time of the 
fire, were brought to safety by two 
guards. Owen Basren and B. s 
Nicholson, and a group of citizens 
from Kenansville who were at- 
tracted to the scene by the blaze 
Fire Started to Kitchen. 
The lire, according to all ac- 
counts, started in. the kitchen abom 
2 a m . "When the guards first no- 
ticed it. It had virtually-consumed 
the whole prison. 
The guards 
rushed into the cells and rescued 
what inmates they could. 
Within a short time a number ol 
people from Kenansville were on 
the a:ene and helped the guards ge 
the prisoners out. The shrill screams 
of the terrorized convicts, who were 
literally baked by the Heat of the 
blaze could be heard even In the 
town of Kenansville, a mile away 
Following the lire, the rescuej 
convicts were taken to tne city Jail 
here.

"Machines can measure the. capa- 
bilities of a man, but they cannol 
determine his -courage or his calm- 
ness under fire," says Dr. (fcleman 
K. Griffith in discussing his 13 years 
of research into psychology of ath- 
letics. 


Under his direction at the Uni- 


versity of Illinois is a laboratory for 
the study of athletes and athletics 
containing 
all> sorts of gadgets. 


Wires, dials, keys, motors, geais and 
cranks stick out everywhere. Here 
is a model baseball diamond fitted 
up with colored, lights which the 
operator can flash in various com- 
binations, while the man in the 
testing chair, taking the part of 
some one player, shows what he" 
would do. His decisions and re- 
action 'time are measured by deli- 
cate instruments. 
" 


Mcuures Quickness of Mind. 
' Various other reaction timers may 
J>e seen In the laboratory. All of 
them show how quickly and how 
correctly a man can' make • up his 
mind in'a crisis. 
, 


Closely related are co-cijinatiotf 
tests. There is an old phonograph 
with the *turn-table replaced by a 
metal disc sprinkled with dots. The 
man under test tries to hit the spots 
while the disc is running briskly. A 
ludicrous-looking affair built, from 
an old bicycle, shows how well a 
man can move his feet in unison 
with hia hands.

How long should U take a base-

Neither figure, no matter how much 
of the nation's currency you have 
salted away under the old mattress 
in the attic, can be considered as 
hair cut money. 


Conservative estimates made at 


the close of the 1930 outdoor season 
placed the total sports expenditure 
at $200,000,000 Inasmuch as inter- 
est in sports activities has In- 
creased with the passing of each 
year, 1931 is almost dead certain to 
top last year's figures. 


Consider These Item*. 


Now, $250,000,000 is a heap of 


money to spend, even to a chrome 
habitue "of the night clubs.

Byrns, Democrat, Pre- 


dicts U. S. Deficit of 


Over 500 Millions. 


WASHINGTON. March 7—(INS) 


—President Hoover today was di- 
rectly charged with & "riot of ex- 
travagance" during' the first two 
years of his regime by Eepresent- 
ative Joseph W. Byrns of Tennes- 
see, ranking democrat on the house 
a ^oropriations committee and chair- 
man 
of the democratic congres- 


sional committee. He predicted the 
government would end the fiscal 
year July 1, with a deficit exceed- 
ing $500,000,000. 
Stating the appropriations of the 


Seventy-first congress in two years 
have reached the sum of $10,249,- 
819,315.60 — the largest in peace- 
time—Byrns charged the adminis- 
tration had forgotten its pledges 
of economy 
Commitments made during the 


congress just ended will make it dif- 
ficult to reduce expenditures, but 
every effort mustTje made next year 
to prevent their increase, said 
Byrns. 
Cites Fledfe Ot Economy. 
"The present administration as- 


sumed control of congress and every 
branch of the government under a 
warranty to the country that every 
possible economy would be prac- 
ticed," he said. 
"This was their 


solemn pledge. 
"We have been told by the re- 


publican national committee that 
•few administrations in recent years

Of the fifteen different kinds of 


owls found in this state the screech 
owl is the most often seen about 
here and it is the next to the small- 
est The little saw-whet owl is 
smaller and has no ear tufts like 
the screech owl. 
No one can tell why but there 


are two colors of screech owls. Some 
of each color may be found in the 
same nest. They may be brown or 
gray but their coats are always mot- 
tled, that is, streaked and barred 
with black. The underparts 
are 
white with brown and black streaks 
and bars. The toes have a few feath- 
ers on them. The eyes are large and 
yellow. The feathers that make the 
ear tufts are about an inch long 
and stand straight up. vThetdcr 
these help In the owls bearing or not 
is not kncwn, but the owl has pecul- 
iar ears. They are not Just t&e small 
holes in the side of the bead *s 
most birds have, but large holes. It 
is likely .that an ?wi hears a mouse 
before it aees it 
Screech owis do not make nests. 
They choose any hole in a tree and 
often are found hi deserted flick- 
ers' notes. During the day they re- 
tire to these boles or find a place 
dose to die trunk or a huge limb of 
a tree. They stand straight and draw 
their taiis close to the limb and are 
not easily seen from below. 
When a bird finds an owl, espec- 
ially the'biue Jay the alarm is given 
and other birds come in numbers 
and annoy it keeping up a chatter- 
ing -unta they drive it away. The 
braver bird* wfil peck at it and the 
others wffl encourage them by their 
calls. 
The owls' working time begms 
when our day is done. They are on 
the night afaift and never chance. 
They K*rn daued and sleepy during 
the day and their eyes are 
not 
opened widely until the dusk of eve- 
ning comes on. Then no obd is more 
wide awake. It U at night that we 
hear the trembling, wailing, but the 
melodious can.

Nancy brought out the 


pattern for the third block in 


the Magic vine quilt there was a 
general exclamation from all the 
neighborhood club members. "Oh, I 
know that one—its phlox. We used 
to have it in our garden at home. 
And in the phlox bed we had pale 
pink, pink and white, a lavender 
phlox and even a soft yellow." 
"I know," said Nancy, "that's 
why I chose this flower because 
you can use almost any color. I 
thought you might have a scrap of 
last color material left from one 
of your summer dresses and here 
'would be the very place to put it." 
Once more Nancy called atten- 
tion to the fact that this magic 
Tine paid no attention to the leaves 


but chose a leaf pattern which re- 
peated itself over and over. 
The leaves of the whole vine in 
this strip are of dark green. The 
joining leaf which puts two blocks 
together and makes the vine have 
continuity is of a lighter shade of 
green, 
was to paste today's pattern on a 
The first tiling the members did 
piece of light weteht card or tag 
board. They dried this under pres- 
sure. While it dried they cut a 
square of soft white gingham which 
was six and one-half inches by six 
the finished second block -jwhich 
and one-half inches.

After the joining leaf is in 
place pin the flower and leaves as 
indicated in the small insert and 
baste them closely. 
Applique with a fine slanting1, in- 
visible hemming stitch and one 
more block is finished. 
These blocks are repeated for 
the third vine strip down the quilt 
so it is wise to make two of them, 
while -you have the patterns at 
hand.

that they only can understand. 
These owls are birds of prey. That 
means that they seize and devour 
the other animals for food. Owls do 
seize their food with their claws 
and if too large to swallow whole 
they tear it with their hooked beaks 
The fur and bones are afterwara 
thrown out in a littte ball. 
Their work is of such great value 
to farmers that it cannot be esti- 
mated. Hawks hunt during the day 
and owls during the night, and each 
catch, the small animals tnat feed 
upon ana damage the farmer's crop. 
Owls work during the time that the 
farmer sleeps. Even when he is up 
and doing he cannot keep keep off 
these unnumbered enemies. God has 
provided a way, and we must not 
work against that way of killing, be- 
cause the birds take a little of value 
at the same time that they take the 
other or because we do not under- 
stand their calls. 
Many insects and small animals 


depend upon the darkness for safe- 
ty and come out only at night or 
twilight. These would become so 
numerous that they could not be 
checked and would do untold dam- 
age if there were not certain birds 
that can see in the dark, and being 
partly Winded by light must wait 
until night to find their food. 
Many insects fly during the dusk 


of evening and this is the reason 
swallows and swifts often fly late. 
After these have gone to rest the 
night hawk and whlppoerwiil come 
out and the bat flies and help les- 
sen the swarm of insects. This is 
the time for these owls. They eat 
many beetles and insects of larger 
siie, 'even cutworms that do their 
bad work at night. They also eat 
many mice, young rats, moles and 
oticvr small animals. We need not 
mink that while we are sleeping at 
night all nature is asleep just be- 
cause we hear so little noise. The 
owls are true night birds. The light 
dazzles them, but they can see clear- 
ly in twilight and dusk and moon- 
light nighU Their hearing is very 
sharp. Their wing feathers -are Tery 
soft and they can move through the 
air without the noise that so many 
day-flying birds make. 
They can 
steal up to their prey and catch it 
without disturbing the quiet of the 
night. The woodcock is a niff ht feed- 
er too but it has not the soft wing 
feathers. It do» not need them. It

NE century and twenty- 
five years ago, Nebraska 


was described as "a vast ex- 
panse of desert waste-land, 
fit only for the habitation of 
the Indian." Seventy years 
ago, only the most adventur- 
ous pioneers dared to go west 
of the Missouri river .for fear 
they would starve to death. 
Fifty years ago 20 per cent 
of Nebraska's land was in 
farms and this marked the 
begining of an era- of phe- 
nomenal growth 
and 
ex- 


pansion in agriculture which 
transformed the so called 
"desert waste-land" into one 
of the leading agricultural 
states. The close of the last 
one-half century finds Ne- 
braska ranking third, if not 
second in the production of 
staple crops and livestock, 


Nebraska agriculture,made- 


a most marked development, 
in the last half century. The 
number of farms more than 
doubted. ' The acreage in 
farms is nearly fvve . times 
greater. The area in culti- 
vated crops quadrupled. The 
value of crops increased near- 
ly ninefold d*pite 'the low 
prices in 1930. 
Had the 


usual price prevailed the value 
would have been twelve t;mes 
greater. Livestock .industries 
made immense strides. As 1930 
goes down in the nation's his- 
tory among the years of most 
severe drouth, Nebraska re- 


* cords a produstion above the 
average for nearly every crop. 
Nebraska is now the land of 
plenty and of large surpluses, 
producing abundant food and 
feed for every need. 


The .production of livestock has 
kept pace with crop production and 
its development since 1880 is also 
very marked. " The total number of 
all .livestock is six times greater and 
the 
value nearly eleven times 
greater despite the lower prices at 
the close of 1930. Market receipts 
of livestock in 1930 totaled 8,364,000 
head or five times the total num- 
ber on hand in 1880. 


Omaha Leading Market. 
• 
As a result of the outstanding 
livestock production and 
feeding 
industries, Omaha has maintained 
the enviable record since 1923 of 
being the second largest livestock 
market in the -world on the basis of 
total head received. In 1930, the 
total market receipts of cattle, hogs 
and sheep from Nebraska was only 
14,000 head below the total receipts 
of cattle, hogs and sheep at Omaha 
for that year, while in 1929, Ne- 
braska farmers marketed 987,000 
more head of livestock than the to- 
tal receipts at the world's second 
largest market, a record of which 
Nebraska is justly proud. 
-The state's greatest resource is 
her fertile soil and this together 
with a varied altitude and a favor- 
able climate has made Nebraska a 
leader }n balanced diversified agri- 
cultural production. In the,pro- 
duction of leading staple food and 
feed crops, livestock and its prod- 
ucts, the state holds third, if not 
second place in the United States. 
Nebraska maintains a very high 
rank In leading* crops and livestock.

1930, the state ranked first in 
production of wild hay and all hay; 
second, in whiter wheat, sugar beets 
and alfalfa; third, in corn and all 
wheat; fourth in rye and acreage of 
all crops; fifteenth in oats, tame 
hay and value of all crops; sixth in 
barley. Such ranking is about the 
usual for the state. 
Nebraska's rank among the states 
in livestock is second in hogs; third, 
in beef cattle; fourth, in horses and 
also in value 
of all livestock; 
twelfth, in sheep; 
thirteenth,

milk cows; sixteenth, in mules. Ne- 
braska is second in surplus bog pro- 
duction, second in sheep f eeding and 
as nearly as can be ascertained, 
second "in cattle feeding.

Nebraska has made a marked ad- 
vance m, dairying during the past 
decade and is fourth in the manu- 
facture of creamery butter. The 
world's largest creameries, are lo- 
cated in Nebraska. The state is 
also important dn the production of 
poultry and its products. Climate, 
great pasture areas, large grain and 
hay crops favor the state in fur- 
ther development of dairying.,

Hundreds of Snakes Are 


s 


Found In Nebraskk Nest 


What becomes of snakes in win- 
ter? Do they go south, as do the] 
birds, wild ducks and geese? Or do 
they remain here and go into 'hiber- 
nation? 
These are questions that very few 
people can answer, but Harry Phil- 
son of Leigh, after discovering a 
real snake rendezvous, thinks he has 
•found the answer. • 


A short tune ago Mr. Philson 
made a trip to a sheep ranch in 
Boone county to aid the proprietor* 
in cleaning .out the spring which 
•was the source of water supply for 
the animals. The- caretaker had 
complained to the owners that the 
spring was infested,bv snakes and 
wanted to get rid of the "pests." 
The spring, located on the side of 
a ilttle- knoll, contains a wooden 
frame thru which is hoisted the 
clear sprink water. In their attempt 


of any one variety of snakes but 
in each were bull snakes and other 
native serpents: large snakes, lit- 
tle snakes, good. bad. and indiffer- 
ent.Mr. PhQson and the other men 
took pitchforks and lifted the balls 
of snakes from-their wmter~4wds 
whereupon there was a mighty 
wriggling and writhing of the rep-

U, clean up the spring the men dug soon stiffened their usually limber

708,000 for that year: The gross 
farm income for the year ending- 
June 30, 1930 was 1463,758,000 or 
nearly twelve times the farm income 
fifty years ago. An average of 71 
per cent of the state's farm income 
is derived from the sale of livestock 
and its products. 


Com is Nebraska's leading crop. 


From a production of 59,508,000 
bushels in 1880 to 235,695.000 bush- 
els In 1930, one of the country's 
greatest drouth years, is the record 
of progress of corn. The Corn- 
busker state is living up to its repu- 
tation, usually ranking third in pro- 
duction among the states. The pro- 
duction of all grain feed crops such 
as corn, oats, barley, rye and spelt, 
excluding wheat aggregated 344,- 
383,000 bushels in 1930 as compared 
With 66,364,000 bushels fifty years 
ago or more than five tunes that 
amount. This vast quantity of-feed 
grains together with the produc- 
tion of over 6,000,000 tons of bay 
and approximately 25,000.000- acres 
in pastures are responsible for the 
development of Nebraska's large 
livestock breeding and feeding in- 
dustries. 


Hay Value Exceeds Wheat. 


While wheat is generally consid- 
ered the-second crop in, Nebraska, 
the hay crops are of greater value to 
Nebraska agriculture due to their 
influence on livestoc-k produc- 
tion 
of all wheat. Nebraska' 
produced 72,275,000 bushels of wheat 
in 1930 or over five and one-half 
times the quantity produced fifty 
years ago. Although wheat is con- 
sidered the leading cash crop, the 
sale% of cash corn sometimes exceed 
those of 'wheat. 


The production- of ' bay reached 


6,434,000 tons last year as compared 
with the production of 787,000 tons 
in. 1880. Nebraska usually 14ads in 
the production of wild hay. The 
state is first in the acreage and sec- 
ond in the production of alfalfa 
hay. .This enormous production of 
hay not .only enables the state to 


a hole that looked as tho it might 
be the hiding place for the snakes 
that had been noticed "sjrtmnung" 
around ha the water occasionally.

^Newport, Nebraska, is the world's 
largest wild hay shipping point. 
Dawson and Buffalo counties ship 
large quantities of alfalfa. Cozad. 
Nebraska, is the world's largest al- 
falfa shipping point with a move- 
ment of 2,754 cars in 19291 
- 


While the,wheat, various feed 
grain crops, and the "numerous hay 
crops form the bulk ot crop produc- 


other crops which are important 
and in line for greater development. 
Among them may be mentioned 
sugar beets, in which Nebraska 
ranks second, producing approxi- 
mately 2,720,000 one hundred-pound 
bags of sugar. Nebraska is second 
in the production of popcorn and is 
outstanding in the quality of that 
crop. Nebraska leads in the pro- 
duction of the Triumph variety of 
seed potatoes, raising about 40 per 
cent of the nation's supply of this 
variety in 1930. Recently, there has 
been considerable development hi 
the production of beans for which 
the western portion of the state is 
well adapted. The production of 
flax has again increased consider- 
ably in western Nebraska. Coun- 
ties bordering the Missouri river in 
southeastern Nebraska are noted for 
the exceptionally fine quality and 
flavor of-' apples.. There has been 
a large increase in orchard planting 
in this section. This portion of the 
state is also well adapted to the 
•production of small fruits. Con- 
siderable quantities of. seed crops 
such as red clover, sweet clover, 
millet and alfalfa -seed are - pro- 
duced. Western Nebraska is noted 
for the fine quality of its hardy 
strains of alfalfa seed. A consider- 
able quantity of sorghum forage is 
produced. "

Large Pasturage Area. 


About half of the state or approx- 
imately 25,000,600 acres are devoted 
to pasture. More than 25 per cent 
of the state is in the Sand Hill area 
which as a unit is not exceeded by 
any other equal area In the United 
States for the production of an' ex- 
ceptionally high grade of cattle. 
While there is still considerable na- 
tive grass pasture in .eastern Ne- 
braska, tame grass pasture mix- 
tures are increasing. One of the 
outstanding pasture crops is sweet 
clover, which in the past decade has 
increased from 30,000 acres to 1,- 
138,000 acres. As a practical pasture 
crop, sweet clover will carry a far 
greater number of livestock than 
any other pasture crop. Further- 
more, its soil improvement qualities 
as well as its oromctton of livestock 
industries has assured a permanent 
agriculture for Nebraska. 


Despite the fact that the devel- 
opment of the livestock industry has 
beea phenMMau! during the past 
5* years, these industries nave »ot 
yet reached their maximum. -Ne- 
braska farmers **w derive 71 per 
cevt^ef their grass farm 
f roai the sale *f livestock and 
There wms a 


braska farms at the close of 1930, 
as compared with 1,634,000 bead i» 
18M, an increase of 514 per cent. 
An abundance of pasture, a large 
production of hay forage »nd grain 
crops stimulate both the breeding 
and feeding-Industrie!.. The con- 
tinually expanding livestock indus- 
try in Nebraska has contributed 
greatly to the growth of the four 
treat Missouri river livestock mar-/ 
tets.. Last year, Nebraska's contri- 
bution to the livestock markets ot 
the country was 8,364,000 head. Lo- 
cal town and farm slaughter, which 
are not included in market re- 
ceipts, will easily bring this figure 
to 9400,000 head. 
While Nebraska raises the great 


bulk of this' enormous livestock 
crop, considerable number of cattle 
and sheep, particularly the latter. 
are shipped into the state from tht 
great western range states for feed- 
ing and finishing for market. This 
was a natural development due to 
the vast production of hay, forage 
and grain crops and Nebraska's 
geographical location being the first 
corn belt state in a direct line from 
the, great range to' eastern consum- 
ing markets. Large numbers of live- 
stock are shipped with a "feeding in 
transit", privilege, which permits 
them to'stop over at some Nebraska 
point to be finished after which 
they are forwarded to the markets 
on the same billing, or through rate.

A most marked development in 
dairying took place in the pact 
decade with an increase in produc- 
tion amounting to 75 per cent The 
greater portion of this increase can 
be accounted for through a better 
grade of dairy cows and by the bet- 
ter care, since the number of milk 
cows Increased only 15 per cent dur- 
ing the put decade. This 'is evi- 
dence of the possibilities ot dairy- 
ing in Nebraska.

Nebraska not only has/ a 
larger acreage of alfalfa than any 
other state in the union but- its- 
sweet clover area has reached 
1,126,000 acres, both of which crops 
produce enormous quantities of 
nectar for bees. This, together with 
the large percentage of days of sUn- 
shine enables the bees to produce 
maximum yields of honey. One bee- 
keeper ..produces four carloads of 
honey "each vear. 


The phenomen1;! progress of agri- 
culture during the past fifty years 
is reflected not only by the modern 
machinery and equipment but in 
modern farm homes that are 


home conveniences. According to 
the federal census, the value of im- 
plements and machinery has In- 
creased 35 per cent since 1925. Ne- 
braska farms are pretty well mo- 
iortied and during thn past decade 
farm trucks increased 280 per cent, 
gas tractors 960 per cent, and farm 
automobiles 33 per cent. Practically 
all of the Nebraska farmers own 
automobiles, 17 per cent own trucks, 
and 30 per cent own gas tractors.

Nebraska has a large percentage 


of fine modern farm homes that are 
equipped with the latest modern 
conveniences. There are a total of 
34,391 water systems, 15,387 modern 
heating systems, 
17,953 modem 
lighting systems, and 16,764 homes 
arc equipped with bath facilities. At 
present 21 per cent of the farms arc 
equipped with water systems, 14 per 
cent with bath facilities. 14 per cent 
with modern heating systems and 
IS per cent with modern lighting 
systems. About 52 per cent of the 
farm homes have vacuum' tube 
radio seta. Five vears ago Nebraska 
began to beautify the state by set- 
ting out evergreen trees. Over 
2,500,000 evergreen trees are now 
scattered on farms throughout the 
commonwealth. 
The progress of Nebraska agricul- 
ture during the past fifty years, 
phenomenal1 as it has been, still 
leaves opportunity for as great de- 
velopment during the next fifty 
years. Nebraska is a state in which 
agriculture reigns supreme. Perhaps 
no other state depends so much. 
upon agriculture for its develop- 
ment as Nebraska. So far, no other 
great resources have been discov- 
ered. Agriculture is still conducted 
on large scale production from large 
farm unit areas. The largest ranch 
approximates 100,000 acreas in area. 
Few, if any states, exceed Nebraska 
in per capita production of farm 
products. 
Nebraska still has a considerable - 
portion of land which could be 
placed under cultivation. The state 
has large areas that can be irri- 
gated. Irrigation has made consld- . 
erable development IP western Ne- 
braska. Pump Irrigation has been 
expanding considerably in the broad 
Platte valley of central Nebraska. 
By impounding the flood waters of- 
the Platte it is possible and prac- 
tical to irrigate a large portion of 
central Nebraska lying south of the 
Platte river. Since this area is very 
susceptible to irrigation and with, 
its gradual slope from west to east, 
it could be developed into one of the- 
largest and most productive irri- - 
gated areas in the nation. 


Water Power to Beplaoe CoaL 
The powerv which would become 
available from large reservoirs' 
would offset to a large extent Ne- 
braska's disadvantage of the lack of 
coal and would develop manufac- 
turing at the origin of large agri-.l 
cultural production. 
This would 
greatly benefit Nebraska agriculture 
and reduce the large freight bill. 
Nebraska agriculture is perhaps 
more highly diversified and bal- 
anced than the agriculture of any 
other state. Many of the 'minor' 
agricultural activities could be easily 
expanded. With all of the possibili- 
ties offered, it would be safe to pre- 
dict as great progress in the com- • 
Ing fifty years as has been made in- 
the past half century, if the Ne- 
braska fanner could be assured of

succeeding years. 


But just as surely as the depres- 


sion has been demoralizer. so has 
it been beneficial. This is admitted 
everywhere in the building industry. 


Price* Continue To Drop. 


As the period of depression con- 


tinued, prices receded. Competition 
became keener, both as to labor and 
contractors, and the wholesaler and 
retailer. This resulted in increased 
efficiency on the part of labor, be- 
cause the worker had to pit his 
skill against the skill of the other 
man, to hold his job. So it was with 
the contractor, and in this begin- 
ning of 1931, the home builder is 
able to buy more, considerably more 
for his money than has ever before 
been possible. This is true because 
every particle of waste that could 
possibly be squeezed out of the busi- 
ness has been eliminated, 
passed on to the builder. 


That this has been a factor 


the "survival of the fittest." and the 
practices that have come into being 
with the advent of the depression 
must of necessity be continued in 
the future. "The man who refuses 
to recognize this can expect no 
other fate than to fall by the way- 
side.' 'it is emphatically stated by 
contractors. 
Material* Also tower. 


True reductions in prices of ma- 
terials ha;e their share in lowering 
the cost of the completed product. 
Here again competition has entered 
into the equation. Wholesalers have 
not bought heavily, preferring to 
reduce their stocks, rather than 
build them up. To do this, it has 
been stated, prices have been cut in 
efforts to get the business. 
Home building price reductions in 
Lincoln have been in line with na- 
tional slashes, charts of the changes 
revetl. Since 1919 the change has 
been about 20 cents on the dollar. 
Of this, according to local contrac- 
tors, about 10 per cent has come 
within the last five years or less. 


Prices Start Upward. 


Beginning shortly after the start 


of the World war, prices gradually 
started sliding upward, until in 1919, 
when the latest charts were set up. 
Starting that year, the next year or 
two saw a rapid rise in prices. So 
fast were they that they reached 
the highest point konwn. Then the 
decline started. Within the next few 
years all of this gain had been lost 
and levels began-to sink below the 
1919 mark. 


Once the 1919 figure was passed 
by the decline, the recessions were 
«lower, with bedrock being touched 
in 1930. Now the indications are 
that with the upturn in business, 
there will also be increases in build- 
ing costs. How eoon this will come,

This is convincingly demonstrated in 
the awarding of the contract for the 
new 4-H club building for the state 
board of agriculture 
When the appropriation for this 


structure was made, «50.0pO was 
provided. When the architects esti- 
mates were comjleted, the cost was 
fixed at $140.000 and there was a 
belief that if the figures were inside 
that amount the board would be 
fortunate. However, when the con- 
tractors' bids were opened, the low 
was found to be $115,000. 
As a result of this saving, the 
state board has arranged to lengthen 
the 
building two "bays." This 
amounts to 42 feet.

Figured this past week on 
the basis of present competition and 
prices, it was found that the same 
home could be produced now for but 
slightly more than $16,250. 
About the same reduction was 
found on a house which cost an 
even $10,000 two years ago. Today 
it can be reproduced for $8,900, ac- 
cording to the contractor who built 
it. And that might be scaled even 
lower, he added. This would depend, 
however, upon how short a profit he 
was ready to take to keep his men 
going, in no event, it is generally 
agreed, would it be 'safe to figure 
more than a 12 per cent reduction 
under costs at' the time these twc 
homes were erected. This also would 
be true of properties erected three, 
four and, in some cases, five years 
ago. The changes during these years 
were so slight, it was declared, that 
the differences were inconsequential 
in figuring a bill of lumber or other 
material.

MR. JUSTICE HOLMES. 


Ninety years ago today, March 8, 1841, a son was 


born to that distinguished and greatly-beloved Ameri- 
can author and poet. Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes and 
Mrs. Holmes. That son, now a venerable, courtly, 
dignified arid kindly jurist, on this Sabbath Will hear 
his work and his life praised and extolled by friends 
and associates and by prominent members of the 
American bar. 
* 


Vigorous and active after participation for more 


than a quarter of a century In the heavy burdens of 
the United States supreme court, Justice Holmes is 
one of the most interesting and engaging figures in 
American life today. 


He furnishes one of the most complete answers to 


the popular theory that grinding; toti is deadly. Jus- 
tice Holmes Is one of the most untiring workers in 
the national capital. He rarely misses a hearing in 
the supreme court. He is at his office early In the 
morning and he does not stop his labors until late in 
the evening. He prepares his share of the opinions, 
participates in the consultations of the court, sup- 
ports his views with all of the vigor and enthusiasm 
to be expected of a man many years younger than 
he is. 


His extraordinary mentality is only slightly more 


amazing than his remarkable physical vigor. Justice 
Holmes fought with the Union armies throughout the 
civil war. He was wounded three times. In the first 
year of that bloody contest, he received a bullet in 
the breast during the fighting at Ball's Bluff on Oc- 
tober 21. 1861. Back in the line a year later he was 
wounded in the neck tit Antietam on September 17, 
1882. Again in the terrible fighting around Freder- 
Ickaburg In the fall of 1863 he was wounded a third 
time but he remained in the army to be mustered out 
at the close of the fighting Through all these years 
he has carried those scars of war lightly.. He is nev- 
er incapacitated; never indisposed.' 
• • * 


It was Theodore Roosevelt who appointed Mr. Jus- 


tice Holmes to the United v States supreme bench in 
1902, filling the vacancy created by the death of Jus- 
tice Gray. Judge Holmes had been elected chief jus- 
tice of the Massachusetts supreme court, had filled 
that postjwlth conspicuous success, had gained dis- 
tinction through the publication of a number of 
writings on legal jurisprudence, and had become rec- 
ognized widely as a leader of liberal thought. 


JUdge Holmes came to the United States supreme 


court with the clear, unmistakable conception its 
function primarily was to enunciate principles of 
justice for the American people. It has been said 
frequently he was not interested in individuals or in 
cases; he was wholly concerned ^l.th fundamental 
rules of justice, tempered and modified and human- 
ized to meet the needs and 'necessities of the nation. 


And so in all of his career, Judge Holmes has been 


impatient with the technical restrictions and limita- 
tions of law. He has found it easy to brush aside 
legal obstacles when they conflicted with humanitar- 
ian'ideals-of justice. Rich in experience, profound 
in Intellect, strengthened with a philosophy which 
was kindly and sympathetic toward the aspirations 
and alms of struggling masses, Justice Holmes soon 
became known throughout the United States for his 
progressive and liberal outlook. It is all the more in- 
spiring because he was sixty-one years of age—just 
nine years short of the retirement limit, when he was 
appointed .to the bench. If old age invites caution 
and conservatism, if it chills the enthusiasm and 
smothers that spirit credited to youth which invites 
exploration of new fields, then Judge Holmes had 
already passed out of its brUliant and wanning light 
But throughout his entire career he has shown a 
surprising capacity to adapt himself to change, to see 
improvement in It, to welcome it and espouse it with 
all of the infectious ardor and conviction of youth. 
Tar more than twenty years beyond the allotted life 
span, he has personified youth and progress, battling 
valiantly for new Ideals of social relationships and 
human progress.

The American people are deeply indebted to Judge

There have been times when he stood alone against 


the forces of conservatism, battling bravely, deter- 
minedly, gallantly for the enlightened, altruistic, hu- 
manitarian goals of humankind.' 


On his ninetieth birthday it may be said: 
"Well done, thou good and faithful servant. You 


have stood on guard through the dark hours of the 
night when the forces of selfishness, greed -and 
avarice stormed the gates. You have thrown them 
back In confusion and dismay and rout. You have 
shown an unswerving faith in people, in their ca- 
pacity and ability to govern themselves, in the loftiest 
dreams of social justice. You hare been courageous 
and bold where others were timid and fearfuL Ac 
remit of your dauntless heart. America has moved 
steadily forward in the promotion of contentment, 
happiness and Justice. Because yon lived and pro- 
pounded the law there Is a greater reverence aad tore 
for It than there otherwise would have been. That 
is the birthday greeting which 123 minion Americans 
desire to extend to you today, Mr. Justice Holmes." 


SEAT OF OLD CIVILIZATION. 


Peru, which has recently been changing its govern- 


ment almost weekly, and on some occasions at more 
frequent Intervals, was the seat of probably the earli- 
est civilization in South America, as it was that of 
the first government set up by Europeans. It was 
about 1516 that the first white man set loot on Peru- 
vian soil, but it was not until 1531 that Pliarro, at 
the head of a small band of Spanish adventurers ac- 
tually invaded the country. 


Peru was at that time ruled by the Incas, but when 


Plzarro entered he found these people engaged in civil 
warfare, the opposing factions being led by two royal 
brothers. The Spanish Invader had but 102 foot sol- 
diers, 62 horsemen and two small cannon, but he soon 
obtained reinforcements, and on Sept. 15, 1533, he en- 
tered Cuzco, the capital, obtaining a vast amount of 
of gold, the object for which the conquest of the coun- 
try had been undertaken. 


The story of the war made upon the natives Is 


known to most people, being one of the most ruthless 
cruelty, the Indians being driven farther and farther 
back and despoiled of their great store of precious 
metals, which were transported to Panama, thence 
along the gold road across the Isthmus, and finally to 
Spain, providing the transports were not taken by the 
buccaneers who lay in wait in the Indies. 


Peru was the last of the Spanish South American 


dependencies to set up the standard of independence. 
In August, 1820, an army under the command of San 
Martin, the liberator of Chile, landed at Lima and 
after a number of engagements the independence of 
the country was proclaimed in 1821. San Martin as- 
sumed the protectorate, but the following year he and 
Simon Bolivar, who had already liberated Venezuela, 
Colombia and the remainder of the northern part of 
the continent, met, and after their conference San 
Martin retired and went to Europe, Bolivar taking 
charge of affairs. 
. 
, 


Since then Peru, one of the richest countries of 


South America, has had many vicissitudes, as well as 
many governments. It went through a long war with 
Chili 'and Bolivia, as the result of which it lost a part 
of the territory which it had claimed, but for the last 
decade it has been prosperous and has made decided 
advances. President Leguia, who was -deposed^ last 
August, had held the office for eleven years, during 
which he brought about a great number of reforms, 
Including the modernization of thirty-one cities and 
the stamping out of yellow fever. 


Foreign capital Invested in Peru last year was es- 


timated at $320,000,000, -of which $215,285,000 was 
American. Economic and financial affairs have since 
1926 been under -the direction of men from the Unit- 
ed States employed for that purpose by the Peru- 
vian government. Imports In 1929 amounted to $72,- 
868,700, of which $26,176,808 was from, the United 
States. Exports in the same year amounted to $133,- 
567,100 of which $30,167,447 came to this country.

A CHANCE TO BLOW OFF. 


"The fathers of the country meant what they sail 


about free speech," declares Mayor Frank Murphy of 
Detroit, in explaining how he has solved the problem 
of communist demonstrations, "People naturally are 
senstlve, Impatient, dissatisfied, and the best policy 
Is to let them give expression, to their feelings." 


This sensible policy apparently has solved the prob- 


lem for Detroit. Soon after Mayor Murphy entered 
office, the communists wanted a public demonstra- 
tion.

Mayor Mur- 
phy, President Hoover and various other persons aad 
institutions. 


But the business of Detroit goes on M usual. Nu- 


merous clashes between police and communist sym- 
pathizers, which accompany demonstrations in Bos- 
ton and New York, are not experienced in the Michi- 
gan city. Communists are not placed in the position 
of underdogs or martyrs and so get none of the sym- 
pathy that is given them eliewhere by persons who 
disagree with their principle* but think they are be- 
ing treated unjustly by the officials.

Canadian Tariffs. 
(Chicago Tribune.) 


The new Canadian tariff, Senator 


George of Georgia said a few days 
ago has resulted in cutting off the 
exports of Wgh priced cars from 
this country to Csnaoa. Tnis is 
merely one item in a long series 
which have been or will be affected 
by the latest American tariff and 
the Canadian retalliation against it. 
The result is a loss of business on 
both sides of the border amounting 
in all to many millions of dollars. 


It !»' difficult and perhaps im- 
tMssible as yet to estimate the losses 
with any precision The world-wide 
business depression, together with 
the lowering of pnce levels, has re- 
sulted in reduced exports and im- 
ports in virtually every country on 
the globe. Even without any tariff 
complications our traoe with Can- 
ada must have suffered in the last 
fifteen 
or eighteen niontrvs. It 


woul/l be absurd to contend that all 
or nearly all of our trade losses witti 
Canada have resulted from tne 
tariffs, but it would be no less ab- 
surd to overlook the tariffs as a 
cause of a part and no doubt a 
considerable part of the losses. 
Hard times make good business 


men and should make for sound 
economic statesmanship It is amply 
apparent now that both countries- 
are suffering from a stales: and 
mutualiv injurious 
tariff policy.

the Revolution. 


(Daily Oklahoman) 


Here, before we have settled this 
12-year-old question "who -won the 
war?" v/e have on our rhetorical 
hands 
a more ancient question, 


"who started the revolution?" For 
New Hampshire, by competent au- 
thority, suddenly asserts that the 
first gun of the revolutionaiy strug- 
gle was fired, not at Lexington or 
Concord in Massachusetts, but at 
Concord in the 
colony of New 
Hampshire. And the testimony of 
the th3n British governor of New 
Hampshire is quoted to support the 
New Hampshire claim. 


Historians generally tell us that 


the first powder was burned on 
Lexington green on April 19, 1775 
and that a real battle was fought 
at Concord bridge on that selfsame 
day. Several generations of school 
children have accepted that story 
and believed it fully. But New 
Hampshire spokesmen now declare 
that the war began much earliei: 
To-wit, in December, 1774 when 
Gen. John Sullivan fired at Fort 
William and Mary and forced the 
defending red coats to haul down 
their flag. The New Hampshire 
claim is argued very forcibly by 
Major Hammond of the New Hamp- 
shire Historical society and it is 
answered ]ust as forcibly by various 
sons and daughters of Massachu- 
setts. 


If the New Hampshire contention 
should win national acceptance, it 
would necessitate a complete re- 
vision of revolutionary history and 
teachings. And even then the is- 
sue would not be1 settled, for Boston 
would enter her famous massacre 
as the first recognized act of blood 
letting in the struggle between colo- 
nies an crown. In the meantime 
North Carolina would have con- 
siderable to say of a certain battle 
between Tryon's troops and the 
mountaineers, on the- Alamance. 


Certainly there were conflicts be- 


tween colonists and British before 
the Lexington skirmish was fought 
and all ol those conflicts had some- 
thing to do with bringing on the 
revolutionary struggle. But it was 
the combat at Lexington which ac- 
tually ptecipitated the war. Always 
there was some hope of adjustment 
before Pitcairn's men began the 
Lexington slaughter, but after that 
day of wrath war was inevitable. 
Due praise should be given the New 
Hampshire patriots, but the written 
history so long accepted should 
not be changed.

Can- 
adians will not get what they want 
from European nianufacturers It ouf 
goods are cut off, and of course we 
have suffeed and-will suffer if our 
imports from Canada are^cut off of 
raised in price. It Is no accident 
that Canada Is -our best customer, 
and lice versa. Each country wants 
what the other has to sell. 
Congress is about

There is no possibility of attacking 
the tariff problem at this session, 
but inrthe months which wfll -elapse 
before congress convenes^gain the 
administrations in the two coun- 
tries have plenty of time In which 
to explore the tariff questions. If 
the subject is approached in the 
hope of achieving a business ad- 
vantage for both countries, without
